It was recognized early that new 
forms of apparatus especially adapted 
for testing the hearing in the sckpols 
would be necessary. Therefore’ the 
committee sought the aid of the Bell 
Telephone Laboratories.

The audiometers determifie the de- 
gree of hearing retained by partially 
deaf persons by measuring tle in- 
tensity of sound*that is barely audible 
to the subject when heard in a special 
telephone receiver connected to the 
audiometer, The first apparatus de- 
veloped was suitable only for indi- 
vidual tests and here the experi- 
menters ran into an interesting psv- 
chological problem.

In order to get a 
more accurate test, therefore, it was 
necessary to develop an instrument 
called the phonographic audiometer, 
equipped with forty telephone receiv- 
ers. This apparatus is so simple in 
operation that the teacher can make 
the tests and:record the results, thus 
saving the time of the examiner. 

After the telephone receivers have 
been properly adjusted on the right 
ears of the» children, they are told 
that they are going to hear numbers 
called first by a woman and then by 
a man, who seem to be moving farther 
and farther away. The children are 
instructed to write as many of these 
Ynumbers as they can hear. 

The phonograph is then started. 
The first thing they hear is: “You 
are going to have your hearing tested. 
Write the numbers which you hear in 
column No. 1.”» Then they hear num- 
bers coming from the telephone re- 
ceiver with the intensity of each suc- 
céssive number group three sensation 
units less than that of the preceding 
group. The test is given twice by a 
woman’s voice and twice by a man’s 
voice. The receivers are then changed 
to the left eas and the test repeated.
